A man’s vir- 
tue has never been tried, till he has 
felt fomething equal to the pungent 
mifery which they produce in their 
laft ftages: And, therefore, when I 
hear ot any perfon diftinguifhed for 
the fweetnefs of his nature, goodnefs, 
or integrity, it is of no weigtit with 
me, unlefs thefe virtues have tor their 
bafis the fincere love of God, to that 
degree, that a man can fay from the 
bottom of his foul, ‘*O! my God, 
** thou knoweft that my whole de- 


§* light is in thee; that my heart is D 


** continually adhering to, longing, 
“* and thirfting after The: Where. 
*¢ ever I go, and whatever I do, I 
** know that thou art intimately pre- 
*¢ fent in and to my fouls and that 
“© thou art the fum and center of all 
«* my thoughts, words, and a¢tions.” 

Till a man’s virtues are built upon 
this folid rock, let them be ever fo 
fpecious, ever fe attracting, yet in 
the day of trial he will affuredly fink 
under them, 

This I have often deeply experi- 
enced in myfelf, and have as fre- 
quently obferved it in others of great 
pretenfions. And it effectually de- 
monftrates this great truth, that there 
is no inherent goodnefs in man, mere- 
ly as of himfelf; but that it is the 
gitt of God, and muft be communi-

ing circumftances, and even to work 
out his own falvation, that is the caufe 
of vaft mifery to human creatures 5 
and, amongft the learned and think- 
ing part of mankind, I can affign 
no other reafon for the horrid att of 
Suicide. 

Cato and Brutus, two diftinguifhed 
names in the Heathen world, are uni- 
verfally acknowledged to have = 
fefled as many great and excellent 
virtues as ever dwelt in the foul of 
any, whom the great Apoftle deno- 
minates only the mere natural Man ; 
and yet hiftory informs us of the tra- 
gical iGee of their lives, when the 
diforders of adverfe and contending 
interefts were brought to a crifis. 
Now, as we are perfeétly acquainted 
with the natural innate firmnefs of 
their fouls, and the excellency of their 
natures, and how ftrong the love of 
life is implanted in the nature of all 
men; to what caufe can we afcribe 
their having recourfe to fuch defpe- 
rate remedies for relief but to their 
relying upon their own natural pow- 
ers, to bear them up under the fevereft 
trials? Standing upon this ground, 
the properties of their nature were, 
by many great and trying adverfities, 
worked up into a ftate of extreme 
contrariety, anxiety, horror, and de- 
{pair; till at laft thefe raging, con-~ 
tending qualities grew imtollerable ;

breaft; and, -no longer able to bear 
the pungent refleétions of his own 
thind, breaks the facred bonds of life, 
and ruthes headlong into eternity.

As this 
is an undeniable truth, which the 


A face of nature demonftrates, fo it is 


no lefs undeniably true, that a fuper-

To a mind tenderly attecied with C men uncured of all their natural dif- 


the diftrefles of human nature, how 
Jamentable is this condition, which 
drives our fellow-creaturés to fuch 
immediate deftruction! But, lament- 
able as it is, yet with refpect to every 
fon of fallen man, till he feels himfelf 
in fome meafure in the ftate above de- 
icribed ; that is, till the properties of 
his natural life find the want of a 
higher good; he has no awakened {en- 
iibility of himfelf, no juft conception 
of the depth of nvifery and happinefs 
which lies hid in human _ nature. 
And would but men, upon thefe try- 
ing occafions, as their condition furely 
demands, give themfelves up totally 
to God, they would infallibly find a 
remedy adequate to the depth and 
burthen of their mifery: The work- 
ing, contending properties of their 


nature would foon be appeafed, by: 


the entrance of the heavenly power 


into their afflicted fouls; and an in- ¢ 


ward joy and peace would cradually 
fucceed, proporticnate to the dil- 
treffes they have endured. 

If Cate and Brutus had had recourfe 
to this fovereign remedy, I am weil 
affused, from the nature of man, nei- 
ther of them would have perifhed with 
the ruin of their country; nor yet 
under, the tumultuous ftruggies of 
their own nature, far more infupport- 
able than ail outward miferies. For 
th’s heavenly remedy is always near 
ai hand to every fon of man; and as 
foon as he feels the butthen and 
wretchednefs of his own nature (as 
feel it he will, fooner or later) and in 
the “earneft defire of his heart, cries 
eut to God, the divine goodnefs will 
then communicate itfelf to the foul, 
as freely as the fun does its virtues to 


orders and corruptions: For a God 
merely outward, can dono more good 
tothe foul, than an excellent medi- 
cine, which, though known to exift, 
is yet never inwardly applied, can do 
to the body. 

Now, what a wretched condition 
muit that intelligent creature be in, 
who feels himielt in the ftate of in- 
ceflant mifery_above defcribed, and 
has no God that itands in a nearer re- 
Jation to him than this outward 
good? And yet this is the only Ged 
which the fyitems of modern Infideli- 
ty, and nominal Chriftianity, fet be- 


B tore us. It is true, they both repre- 


fent Him as a being of infinite per- 
feftion, and require us to have mag- 
nificent Conceptions of him ; but 
when thee two truths are eltablithed, 
all the effential relations, as he is our 
Redeemer, Purifier, and inward- Ho- 
linefs, (which are the moft important 
to his~ creatures). are left out of the 
queition ; and then, when thefe high 
ideal conceptions fail aman, and he 
teels that his own natural {tock of in- 
tegrity and goodnefs is not of itfelf

Col. Phillips Glover, of 
the fouth battalion of the Lincolnjbire 
militia, for behaving in a manner un- 
becoming an officer, and a gentleman, 
to Captain Richard Gardiner, late of the 
marines, having been laid before the 
King, I am to acquaint you, that his 
majefty has been pleafed to approve 
and confirm,the fentence of the faid 
general court-martial ; which is as 
ollows : 

“« The court-martial, upon due con- 
fideration of the whole matter before 


court martial from his fituation, hav- 
iag been neither an officer in the ma- 
rines, nor inthe army, at the time to 
which the complaint made againft him 
by Lieut. Col. Glover. refers, I have, 
by command, fignified to him his ma- 
jefty’s difapp: obation of thofe circum- 
itances in his behaviour, whereby. he 
appears to have, in fome deégrée, pro- 
voked the expreflions from Lieut. Col. 
Glover, which have drawn upon him 
the cenfure of the court martial; 
particularly his hefitating to deliver 
up to Lieut. Col. Glover, his fuperior 


them, is of opinion, that Lieut. Col. F in command, a recruit claimed by him, 


Phillips Glover is not guilty of any infa- 
mous or fcandalous behaviour, or of 
any fuch mifbehaviour as is intended 
by the 23d article of war, of the 15th 
fection: But the court is of opinion 
that he is guilty of having ufed fome 
expreflions towards Capt. Richard Gar- 
diner, not ftritly becoming an officer, 
which appear to have proceeded from 
warmth, occafioned in part by fome 
provocation on the part of Captain 
Gardiner, which offence being contra- 
ry to good order, and military difci- 
pline, the court doth adjudge, that 
the faid Lieut. Col. Phillips Glover be 
reprimanded at Lincoln by the colonel 
of his majefty’s South battalion of Lin- 
colnfbire militia, in the prefence of fuch 
officers of that corps as can be conve- 
niently affembled, and alfo of fuch of- 


ficers of the army who may tnen be_ 


as a deferter from the South battalion 
of the Lincolnftire militia, (Mr Gardi- 
ner at that time confidering himfelf, 
and being confidered by Lieut. Col. 
Glover as 2 commiffioned officer) and 
alfo the very indifcreet letter of the 
2sth of December, 1761, wherein Mr 
Gardiner makes an odious and unjuf- 
tifiable diftinétion between the militia 
and his majefty’s other regiments. 
This formal fignification of his majef- 
ty’s difapprobation of Mr Gardiner's 
conduét, in thefe circumttances, it is 
hoped will be an admonition to him 
fuflicient to reftrain him forthe future 
from any fuch unbecoming and im- 
proper behaviour.

HE Parliament having given or- 
ders for a powder-magazine to 
be ereéted at Folkeftone in Kent, the fol- 
lowing petrifaction was dug out of an 
old burial-ground long fince difufed, 
being taken out of a grave, and pre- 
fented to Roger North, E{q; of Rougham, 
in Norfolk. ; 
It is thought, by the Virtuofi, to he 
a fruftrum, or piece of the mufcular 
part of a Human body, weighing about 
ten pounds, on one fide of which are 
lainly to be feen two bones lying 
half out of the mafs, one of which 1s 
about five inches long, and feems to 
be the tibia, with its head, and part of 
the thank, or fhin-bone; the other is 
fhorter, and much lefs : On the oppo- 
fite fide appears a flat pieee of wood, 
‘(feemingly oak) ftrongly petrified ; 
which, it is thaught, denotes part of 
' the coffin it was interred on. The 
whole mals of fiefh, as to colour, 
looks, as near as can be compared, 
like a piece of mummy, or embalmed 
fiefh, interfperfed with a great many 
iron-coloured f{pots, and in its fhape 
refembles a great piece of flefh rolled 
up in four or five folds, and has fome 
appearance of the marcafite, or iron- 
ftone. This is efteemed the greater 
curiofity, inafmuch as flefh of any fort 
feldom or ever is known to have un- 
dergone fo ftrong a petrifaction, and 
feems to preponderate even iron it- 
felf. The original caufe of this fo 
ftrongly petrified fubftance, is not 
known ; but it is imagined, fome vi- 
triolic juices, ftrongly impregnated 
with ferrugineous particles, by falling 
upon that part of the body, ad 
there was no other piece of the like 
kind to be found) might probably be 
the occafion of that wonderful and 
uncommon alteration.

tenants and a Jultice of the Peace thal 
adjudge to be one half of the cur- 
rent price then paid for a volunteer 
jn the county where fuch perfon thall 
be chofen; which fum fhall be raifed 
and reimburfed the faid parith offi- 
cers by a rate ¢o be made according 
to the poors rate, as aforementioned. 

It is alfo enaéted, that no perfon 
under the age of 18, or above 45, are 
ticled clerk, ap rentice, or poor man 
with three children born in wedlock, 
fhall be compelled to ferve. 

Alfo, that every. perfon who fhall 
contract, or agree with any other (lia- 
ble to ferve) to infure him frem ferv- 
ing in the Militia,. by providing a 
fubftitute, or paying the penalty of ten 
pounds, fhall, for fo doing, pay the pe- 
nalty of one hundred pounds, one 
half to the profecutor, the other to 
the poor of the parifh. 

The faid a&t takes place from the 
afling thereof, and is to continue in 
orce for the fpace of feven years, 

and from thence to the end of the then 
next feffion of parliament, and no 
longer. 

And nothing in this aé& is to ex- 
tend to prevent perfons of the fame 

arith, town, or place, from entering 
into fub{criptions amongft themfelves, 
for paying ages for any fubftitu'te 
or fubftitutes, who may-be provided 


for one or more of the fubfcribers, who 


may happen to be chofen by lot.

e found impraéticable ; it cannot be 
unfeafonable ta put the public in mind 
of the weak condition of this ifland, 


Hand of the little refiftance it could 


make, if attacked at a time wien the 
fhips of war in thofe feas fhould hap- 
pea 
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den to be employed in any other 


fervice. 

Janaica, as, by the annexed Map 
may be feen, is about 160 miles in 
Jength, and from go to 6oin breadth; 
it is thinly inhabited, and worfe culti- 
vated. One half and more of the peo- 
ple are of the old inhabitants, that 
have feparate privileges of their own, 
and think themfelves independent of 
the new fettlers. Thefe inhabit the 
mountainous parts, live in idlenefs, 
like other Indians, and are of no fer- 
vice to the government ; and as they 
shave frequent quarrels with the Exg- 
Lifh, which generally terminate to therr 
difadvantage, would be ready enough 
to join am enemy on’their firft Jand- 
ing; and as they are well acquainted 
with all the ftrong holds on the ifland, 
would enable a very fmall force to 
keep their ground, againft ali the 
ftreneth that could be brought a- 
gainft them. 

In 1739, 2 confiderable number of 
Negroes, from different plantations, 
joined the antient inhabitants, and be- 
in feverally fuoplied by the Spaniards 
with arms and ammunition, they chofe 
a king of their own, and declared war 
againft the English, They demanded 
to be made a free people, and to be 
allowed to form plantations of thetr 
own; and this, for the fake of peace, 
was granted them. 

Samaica, Vike its mother-ifland, de- 
pends in a great meafure on the fhip- 
ping for its defence. 

The principal forts are fo little re- 
lied tipon, that the inhabitants gene- 
rally quit the towns, on the leafl ap- 
prehenfion of danger, and remove to 
their plantations in the country ; 
where their only fecurity is, the quan- 
tity of fugar-canes that cover their 
retreat. which, unlefs fet on fire, are 
inacceffible to an enemy. Fort Charles 
at Port-Royal, is indeed in tollerable 
condition, being rebuilt between 20 
and 30 years ago; and, fince the pre 
fent war began, has been provided 
with a tollerable garrifon; and the 
Rock-Fort, on the harbour of King 

fon, has likewife been putin repair ; 
but the three or four inferior forts 
on this ifland are of very little ufe. 

Tt has been a complaint.of long 
ftanding, that this ifland has been 
ymonopolized’ by a few over-grown 
planters, who make an advantage of 
keeping the greateft part of the ifland 
in a ftate of barrennefs; as, by that 
means, they raife fugar at lets ex- 
pence, and fel] it at a greater price;

compenfe thofe who either might not 
deferve, or could not obtain it, let all 
of them continue to have pay as cap- 
tains, and ftill retain the command of 
a fhip, which, after fach promotion, 
they fhould not be obliged to attend, 
their place being then fupplied by their 
firft lieutenant, who, upon fuch occa- 
fionsmight have the title of Lieutenant- 
Captain. Tn fome meafure, however, 
to fupply their abfence, fuch thips 
might have an additional lieutenant;

the following faéts. After our arms 
had eftablithed Faffaair Aly Khan, as 
Nabob, fome of the Dutch factory en- 
vying our influence, endeavoured to 
render the Nabob and his fon jealous 
of us, infinuating that he was a cy- 


her, bearing the name of Nabob on- C 


y, and that the Englif were gover- 
nors in faét. , 

Thefe infinuations took effect, and 
the Nabob confented that the Dutch 
fhould bring into the province a mi- 
litary force to join his, and curb the 


declared they were proceeding to Bex- 
gal, with intent to create fome troubles 
with the Englith there ; that from the 
ftrenzth of their armament they did 
not doubt ‘of fuccefs ; and that they 
foould not leatve one Englifhman alive 
there. It is therefore manifeft that the 
Englifo did not commence hoftilities 
upon a groundlefs rumour, and far- 
ther, that they were not aggreffors, 
for the very expedition undertaken to 
root us out was an aggreffion, and juf- 
tifies every thing we did to repel it, 
even confidering us as principals, and 
not as allies to the Nabob, 
Notwithftanding the Datch have af- 
ferted, that only one of the veffels fit- 
ted out at Batavia went on to Bengal, 
without touching at Negapatum, and 
that fhe was driven thither by ftrefs of 
weather, it is true, that while the Na- 


power that had been reprefented as fo D bob was at Calcutta, conferring with 


dangerous. Upon this, meafures were 
immediately taken for fitting out the 
armament in queftion from Batavia, 
but, in the mean time, the Shah Zada 
marched againft the Nabob with a nu- 
merous army, againft which he was 
defended by Col. Clive, and delivered 
from a danger which muft otherwife 
have overwhelmed him. The Nabob 
was now afhamed of having liftened 
to any infinuations againit the Enghifh, 
and, upon the firit intimation of the 
approach of the Dutch armament, to 
which he had before confented, he fent 
them an order forbidding it.—The 
Dutch promifed to obey, but could not 
relinquifh their project ; the armament 
proceeded, the firft fhip arrived in the 
Ganges; the Nabob fent another or- 
der, conimanding it to depart; the 
Dutch again promifed obedience, but 
did not obey ; on the contrary, they 
ufed all poflible means to difembark, 
and bring up their troops, expoftula- 
ting with the Nabob; by letters, in 
which they reminded him, that their 
armament and expedition to Bengal was 
at his defire ; they tell him, that the 
king’s revenues were greatly detrimen- 


ted, and the cowitry almoft ruined, zy 


and that of this the Englith «were the 
Sole caufe; they complain,that they them- 
Selves fuffer from the Engiith ; they pro- 
mife,- that if he will favour them, 
they will be ever at his command ; arid 
ufge him to afliit them to root out their

our prefident and council, the reff of 
their armament arrived there, without 
having left a jingle man on the coaft of 
Ceromandel ; but having, on the cdn- 
trary, taken in more foldiers at Ceylon i 
their way from Coromandel to Bengal, 

The Nabob now appeared inclined to 
treat them with — rigour, and pro- 
pofed to our prefident and council, to 
expel them for ever; but the prefident 
and council interpofing in their behalf, 
the Nabob confented to admit them toan 
audience: Their deputies, therefore, 
were admitted to his preferice,but they 
ungratefully abufed the favour the go- ° 
vernment of Calcutta ad procured 
them, tried. all poffible means to 
prevail on the Nabob to withdraw his 

rohibition, and laboured by ground- 
efs furmifes, bold affertions, and art- 
ful infinuations, to turn his refentment 
againft us. 


G “When they found ‘they could not 


fucceed, they ‘pacified the Nabob, by 
repeating their promife, that their 
fhips and troops fhould depart as foon 
as the feafon would permit. The Na- 
bob being fatisfied with this affurance, 
treated the deputies with great civili- 


ty, and prefented them, according to 
the cuftom of the country, with vetts 
of honour, and then returned to his 

capitol: 
The Dutch, however, impofed upon 
bim, by pretending that their fhips were 
detained 
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“etained by the feafon, for the feafon 
favoured an immediate departure, and 
he was no fooner gone, than they ca- 
deavoured.to impole upon us, by sa//ely 
pretending they had carried ther point 


awith him, bad his confeut to ariag up their 9

ips, and even expected bis ance if 
‘a ppd them, % the fame abu- 
Jing bis civility by wearing the vejis of bo- 
nour wbich be bad prefented them with, 
as a confirmation of what. they afferted. 
Nor ..was this all, for evea while the 
Nabob was among them, and they 
were deceiving him by promifes to de- 
part as foon as it was in their power, 
they negociated with M. Courtiz, who 
had the direction of what remained of 
the French after the reduction of their 
fettlements, for taking his people in- 
to their pay. to a againf their common 
enemy the Englith, and Courtin accor- 
dingly compelied his people, by with- 
holding their fubfiftence money, to en- 
liftwith the Dutch, and fent them down 
to. Chinjura in {mall parties to. pecvent 
fufpicion. 

While this was doing, fome of the 
council at Chinfura were employed in 
peftering the government of Calcutta 
with unintelligible remonftrances, ten- 
djng merely to embarrafs them, and 
divert their attention from the dauger 
whith threatencd their ives, the Dutch 


"at Gbinfura being then actually bufied 
1 


in gaining intelligence of the itate of 
ourworks, debauching and tempting 
our foldiers to defert, and forming 
plans of attack: This apptars fiom 
forme. papers found in a pocket-baok 
of the Datch commanding officer on 
the field of battle, among which is 4 
plan for a florm, an offer of fervice in 
the intended expedition, though averred 
by the Duteb to be chiefly intended for 
Coromandel, a plan for the attack of 
Calcutta, refolutions of a council of 
war for attacking our thips, clearing the 
fooreand difermbarking the troops ; af- 
figning to each fhip its fituation and 
employment : Thus does it appear, 
contrary to their exprefs affirmation, that 
the fubfequent; hoftilities were not 
accidental, or involuntary, but tle 
confequence of previous refolution. 
Charge. The Englifs had no mght to 
ftop and fearch the Dutch veflels in the 
Ganges, that. being a neutral river, 
Defence. During a war between Ex- 
gland and France, the Enghfh have a 
right to ftop and fearch the veilels, of 
the Dutch, os any other neutral fate, 
even on the high feas ; and the Ganges 
not being more neutral than the high 
feas, whtre this right is exercHed eve- 
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ry day without difpute, it is very dif- 
ficult to comprehend how we can be 
reftrained from. fearching the Dutch 
fhips in the Gaages, upon pretence that 
it js a neutral river. 

Charge. The Dutch had a right to 
introduce troops at Bengal, which the 
Englifa, therefore, had no right to op-

Defence. The Dutch had no fuch 
right ; for though they pretend to have 
rants from the Mogul of aright to. a 
ree navigation of the Ganges to bring 
in troops and effects to ther. factories, 
yet it is ablurd to fuppofe the Mogut 
would grant an unrettrained right ei- 
ther to the Datch, or any other power, 
of bringing foreign troops into his 
empire, taking from himielf and his 
Nabob the right of allowing or prohi- 
biting fuch meafure ; we, therefoxe, 
notwithfianding the pretences. of the 
Dutch, deny that any fuch grant does 
or ever did exiit, and if they are incli- 


ned to difpute it, we call upon them’ 


to produce copies of fuch grant, which 
they ought to. have done to fupport 
their Charge, if‘ any -fuch they had. 
If the Dutch, therefore, had not a 
rightto bring troops to Bengal inde- 
eudant of the will of the Nabob, it 
tollows, that he had a right to oppofe 
it, and, indeed, that he had fuch right, 
is exprefly allowed by the Dutch them- 
felves, notwithftanding their preten- 
ded grant, for they not only follicited 
bis permifion to bring their armament 
thither, and excufed their coming 
thither when: he had forbidden them, 
by pretending they were forced by 
ftrefs of weather, with promites to de- 
part as foon as they could, but in a 
petition to him, dated Qéoler 24, 
1759, they fay, “ As it is poflible we 
“‘may have fome difputes, we have 
“ fent for forces ; ix this affair his Excel- 
** leucy is lord of the country, we wait bis 
** pleafure.” 

The next queftion then is, Whether 
the EnglifJ, at the Nabob’s requeit, 
might not affift to hinder the Dutch 
from brings in forces there, when 
he bad forbidden them by repeated or- 
ders, and even in a written anfwer to 
their petition ; and itis certain.that the 
Dutch having fuftained no injury from 
the Nabob, and ies nla oy hte ta 
no ground for. a war againift him, nor, 
indced, pretending any fuch,, we were 
at liberty to defend. him, as an ally 
if attacked by the Dutch, becaufe, it 
is manifefl,, he would have .been. at- 
tacked unjufly The Dutch, imdeed,

tween England and Holland, does not 

leave the fubjeéts of either nation at li- 
berty toaflift theNabob againft tlie other 
inany cafe, whether the attack uponshim 
is right or wrong ; but they forget, or, 
at leaft, fuppofe us to have forgotten, 
that they maintained the very reverfe 
of this propofition, when it was their 
interelt fo to do. When the Englifh 
company complained that the fervants 
of the Dutch company had, without 
any provocation, feized their fettle- 
ments, and expelled their people from 
the dominions of the king of Bantam, 
the anfwer was, that they did this as 
auxiliaries to the fovereign of the 
country, whofe father, it was faid, the 
Englif tupported in an attempt to re- 
cover the throne. The fate of arms 
deciding in favour of the fon, the 
Dutch {eized that opportunity to ex- 
tirpate a rival fettlement, which has 
never been reftored to this day. Their 
anfwer to our remonftrances was in the 
following words: ‘The government 
‘ of Batavia is obliged to maintain 
“and proteét the king of Bantam a- 
* gainit all his enemies, having really 
‘and effectually engaged fo to do, 
* nor can they break their word to 
“accommodate the Exgli/b company in 
* Bantam ; and when ibey were char- 
ged ‘ with pulling down the galleries, 
‘ and damming up the windows of the 
© Englifo factory, they anfwer exprefsly, 
‘ that tho’ the king’s orders weie exe- 
© cuted by Dutch foldiers, yet it made no- 
‘ thing againft the Hollanders, who, Jet 
© the cafe be how it would, were not 
“refponfible for the king’s orders.” 
Such were then the profefled {enti- 
thents of thofe who now pretend that 
no-treaties between the Englifh and the 
Nabob can juftify them m repreffia 

any attempt, however unjuft, whic 

fe Dutch may think fit to make againtt 

im. 

Charge. The Englifb have taken ad- 
vantage of their influence over the 
Nabob to opprefs the Dutch, and get 
the whole trade of that part of the 
country into thejrown hands; 

+ Defence. ‘This is fo far from being 
true, that we reftrained the Nabob 
from expelling them the country, 
when he expreffed the ftrongeft incli- 
nation to do it; and when the Nabob’s 
fon was actually marching with an ar- 
my, inorder, as he told our Prefident 
in a letter, to fend the Chinfura cowards 
to Hell, and could not be otherwife re- 
ftrained, Colonel Clive aétually ‘went 
from, Calcutta to check his impetuofity 
by his prefence, and to employ his per- 
/ 
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fonal influence in their favour; and 
under this influence a treaty was pro- 
cured fromthem, by which they were 
permitted to carry on their trade as for- 
merly ; the prifoners were all releafed, 


A the. young Nabob withdrew his forces, 


and the £nglifs were content without 
any others fruit of their vittory than re- 
eftablifhing the peace of the country, 
for which, alone, they had taken arms. 

Charge. The Englifh have ingrofied 
the {alt petre trade. 

Defence. ‘The Nabob has granted us 
a farm of the exclufive trade in falt- 
petre, under an annual rent of 25,000 
rupees, and a delivery vf 2,000 maunds 
of that commodity at prime coft ; but 
this is no more than has been utually 
done to merchants of the country, and 
furely whatthe Nabob has been ufed 
to do to his own people, he may do ta 
us if he pleafes, without giving any 
juft ground of complaint to the Dagch. 
The very fame grant was made at the 
fame rent to Coa Wazeed, by the late 
Nabob Soroja Doula and his fucceflor, 
and from him our fervants and thofe 
of the Dutch company ufed to purcha‘e 
the falt-petre they fent to Europe ; this 
the Dutch fubmitted to without com. 
plaint; and how it can be material to 
them if this trade is farmed, whether 
it be by us, or by a merchant of the 
country, it is impoffible to conceive, as 
their demands areas conftantly and 
regularly fupplied now as before. 

Our right to hold this grant may be 
farther {upported, if any farther fup- 
port were neceflary, by the example of 
the Dutch them{elves; who, under colour 
of grants of the fame kind, exclude us 
at this hour, and have Jong exclude us 
from many valuable articles of com- 
merce in various parts of India; they 
have formerly driven our fervants from 
fettlements we once poffeffed, the conti- 
guity of which led them ’to apprehend 
a trade contrary to. the tenour of thofé 
grants; and they do now actually dif- 
pute our right of navigating feas to 
an immenfe extent, for no other rea- 
fon than becaufe they join to coun- 
tries to which they pretend to have 
acquired the fole and exclufive right 
of trading, though thefe countries are 
very imperfectly known even to them- 
felves, or indeed rather altogether 
unexplored. 

It is, mdeed, very extraordinary, tire 
Dutch thould pretend we ought not to 
hold a grant for wzhich they themfelves 

follicited; and that they did follicit fach 
agrant, not only of falt petre, the vez 
ry article im queftion, but allo of o« 
pium, 
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pee, which had. never been farmed 
efore, appears by the very petition 
they prefented for that peste e.; for, 
though they pretend that they did 
not follicit an exclufive grant, yet they 
exprefsly follicited a preference in the 
purchah, which would have been more, 
rxecaufe they would then have: been 
fabject to no rent; and whether they 
had an exclufive right of purchafing, 
or whether they were to be fupplied

indeed, true, that the Exgli/b, being 
apprehenfive that the French admiral,

before we could begin ta purchafe, feems p 


to be a diftinétion without a difference; 
fince, under either, they might, when- 
ever eaey thought fit, have engrofled 
the whole product of the country. 
Such, on the contrary, was our mode- 
ration, that tho’ we were offered the 
opium trade in the fame manner as 
the fault petre, we would not accept it, 
becaufe we knew that a grant of the 
opium would have diftrefled the Dutch 
trade, and perhaps have totally ruined 
it; and we did this, notwithftanding 
the Dutch had follicited it for them- 
felves, nye if they had fucceeded, 
the grant would haye been as fatal to 
us, as our acceptance when offered, 
would have been to them. 

Charge. The Englifb have obfiruéted 
the Dutch in the callico trade, by fei- 
zing all that they found in the wea- 
vers hands, and preventing the wea- 
vers by threats, from making any for 
the Dutch. 

Defence. There is fo little truth in 
this charge, that the cloth fuppofed to 
have been feized for the ufe of the 
Englifh, was never. fent to them, nor is it 
jit for their market. The complaint is 
founded intirely upon fome irregula- 
rities practiced by the fervants of the 
Moor metchants; irregularities b 
which the Engli/b fuffer equally with 
the Dutch, and which they are equally 
unable to prevent. 

Charge. Admiral Pocock feized a grab 
belonging to the Dutch in1757, which 
was unjuitly condemned. 

Defence. With this the company has 
nothing to do, but from the known 
merit of Admiral Pocock, whofe juftice 
has never yet beeh impeached, they 
niake no fcruple to fay, that he will, 
whenever he is called upon, juttify his 
conduét in this and every other par- 
ticular. 

Charge. A Dutch-thip, called the 
Ann, was lolt on the Ganges, by the 
Englifo pilots not going off to her in 
diftrefs, ? 

Defence. The Englifo pilots have 
fworn, that they never faw the veffel, 


nor heard any of ber fignals. It is, 


c 


nor of Chinfura, not to, fend pilot- 
boats into the Ganges, where the pilots 
might be. bribed, or forced by the 
Freach, to conduct their fleet up the 
river; but we offered, at the fame 
time, to take Detch pilots on board 
Englifh loops, or to give our own pi- 
Jots orders to affift Dutch thips if any 
fhould arrive. This reafonable re- 
queft was rejected, and Dutch pilot- 
boats came down the river, which, 
therefore, we ftopped; a precaution, 
for want of which, we loft our fettle- 
ment at Bencoolen, where the French 
armament was conduéted into the in- 
ner harbour by a Dutch pilot, without 
whofe affiftance, it could not have 
found the way. 

The defence from which thefe.brief 
extracts are made, is drawn up with 
uncommon ftrength and perfpicuity, 
and is in every refpeé, as mafterly a 
performance of the kind as ever ap- 
peared,

on; and the treatment he met with on 
this memorable occafion. 

What paffed at the fir conference 
with the Spani/h minilter, after/his Ex- 
cellency had received final orders to 
infift on a categorical anfwer, or to 
retire from the Spani/h court, is con- 
tained in a letter to Lord Egremont, 
dated Madrid, December 7, 1761; the 
fubftance of which is as follows : The 
meflenger Potter, having arrived at 
Madrid on the sth at night, his Ex- 
cellency the Earl of Brifol acquainted 
M. Wall, the next morning, that he 
had received difpatches from England 
of the laft importance, and M. Wall 
being confined to hisroom by an acci- 
dent that had happened to his foot, 
appointed one o’clock for a conference 
in his own apartment. At this con- 
ference the Earl began by acquainting 
the Spanifb minifter with the aftonifh- 
ment and concern which the unprovo- 
ked tranfition in his language, (/ee p. 
121.) fo diametrically oppofite to the 
pleafing affaurances he had formerly re- 
ceived, (fee p. 118.) had occafioned at 
the Briti/b court, and the rather, as the 
Count de Fuentes had but juft given the 
Englifh miniftry the ftrongeft affuran- 
ces of the king his mafter’s fteady re- 


folution to maintain the ftriéteft ami- F 


ty with Great Britain; that notwith- 

anding thefe affurances, his Britan- 
nick majefty, equally attentive to his 
own dignity, and the interefts of his 
fubjects, was determined religioufly to 
adhere to all his folemn declarations ; 
that Spain had done injuftice to the 
purity of the king’s intentions, (/ee p. 
122.) fince his majefty had been par- 
ticularly delicate in caufing fuch mili- 
tary plans to be concerted, as was not, 
in the leaft, likely to give umbrage to 
Spain; and that in all the royal coun- 
cils, every thing had likewife been a- 
voided that could tend to an interrup- 
tion of a friendly intelligence between 
the two courts. His Excellency pro- 
ceeded to renew his former enquiries 
about the treaty lately concluded be- 
tween the courts of Madrid and Ver-

But not to detain you longer from 
what I intend to lie in as little compafs 
as ible, the following are my ex- 
periments to prove, that Mr Law's 
philofophy is the fame that the eleétri.

Mr Law fays, ‘‘ there are jeum 
properties in nature,” indeed he does 
not fay this as the firft difcoverer of 
this great myftery, for he is candid e- 
nough to tell us from whom he had it; 
but as he was a perfect mafter of it, 
and has given it to us in a {tye more 
eafy at firit fight to be comprehended 
than that of Facob Behmen, from whom 
he had it, I fcruple not to call it, Mr 
Law's philofophy.

berg; and he expedts that the Emprefs 
Queen will not only lay afide all 
thoughts of recovering Sileia, but al- 
fo give up Schweidnitz and the county 
of Glaz, which her troops never could 
have taken had Rufia kept out of the 
war; that the French thall reftore the 
duchy of Cleves, Guelders, the counties 
of Mark ahd Meurs, and that the 
Swedes hall evacuate the conquefts 
they fhall have made upon Prufia. 
The latter, no doubt, will seadily com- 
ly ; but the fame is not to be hoped 
tom Aufiria and France. On the con- 
trary, the Emprefs — offers to 
make peace with his Prufian aapty 
on no other terms than thofe of the 
uti poffidetis, that :is, fhe demands the 
county of Glatz and the principality 
of Schweidnitz. But the king will a- 
gree to no difmemberment of Silfa. 
To account for this fudden change 
in the’politics of the Ruffian court, 3 
confpiracy is faid to have been difco- 
vered by the late Czarina before her 
death, for fetting afide the fucceffion, 
‘ by aflaffinating the prefent Emperor. 
In this confpiracy, the French party 
wete deeply concerned. 
The convention between the Em- 
ror of Rufia and his Prufian majefty, 
Re a general ceffation of hoftilities, 
was figned at Stargard the 16th inft.

Bevern. The Emperor has given 
300,000 roubles to the inhabitants of 
Pomerania, who have fuffered moft in 
this war, and ordered the magazines 
that were formed in that part, to he 
diftributed amongft them.

indeed, 
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indeed, preparing to take the field ; but the 
armies they are to command are yet to be 
formed, and the places of their deftination are 
not yet regulated. 

At the court of France, meafures are no lefs 
perplexing. ‘The baggage of Marihal d’Etrees, 
fet out for Germany the latter end of laft 
month, and the Marfhal has fince followed. 

_M. Broglio, abfolutely refufed to take upon 
him the command of the army, till the accu- 
fations againft him, were acknowledged to be 
groundlefs. The French officers in general, 
are all fplit into factions, and feem to have 
More animofity towards each other, than a- 
gainft the allies ; owing, perhaps, to the un- 
accountable fluctuation in the meafures of 
their court, where fometimes the intereft of 
one general prevails, and fometimes that of a- 
nother ; and, according as thefe rife or fall, 
their partizans are warmer or weaker in their 
cabals inthe army. At Paris, challenges are 
frequent, but the court ufes every precaution 
to prevent the duels that would otherwife en- 
fue. *Thefe are the confequences of mifcar- 
riages by land and fea. It cannot be forgot- 
ten, how frequent and fatal due!s were in 
this country, and upon what account. The 
Duke de Choifeul is at prefent, prime minifter. 
He is fupported by the king’s miftrefs, and 
upheld by the clergy. He has formed a plan 
of reconciling the Jefuits, and making them 
ufeful to the ftate, notwithftanding the arrets 
of parliament againft them ; and his addre/s 
has been fuch, that he has already avaiied 
himfelf of the vaft revenue of the clergy to 
begin a fubfcription among the bifhops for 
the reftoration of the royal navy. What fur- 
prizes every body is, that the Count d 4fry, 
the French minifter at the Hague, has received 
orders from Paris, to get his field equipages 
ready immediately, and to fet out tor the 
Lower Rhine, to make the campaign under 
the Prince of Conde, a general not before 
named, in the rank of Lieut. General. 

Skirmifhing has already begun between the 
allies and French, and feveral of the latter have 
been taken prifoners by Gen. Luckner, and 
Major Winchingrode. The French troops are e- 
very where in motion, but with no feeming 
tendency towards an immediate opening of 
the campaign. 

Except that fome troops are preparing to 
embark for Portugal, the war with Spain gives 
the Britifo court as little concern, as if no fuch 
declaration had ever been made. Some regi- 
ments of Jrifh Catholics, were thought moft 


proper for this fervice, but the parliament of 
Treland feems averfe to fuch a meafure ; it is 
therefore uncertain, whether it will yet take 
place. In the mean time, however, great pre- 
parations are making fcr fecret expeditions at fea. 

The deftination, indeed, of the EnglifP 
fquadron under the command of Sir Pier 
Brett, being now publickly declared, and that 
it was intended for the relief of Famaica, if 
that ifland fhould be attacked by the combined 
fleets of France and Spain, itis no longera 
doubt, but that fome grand enterprize will be 
formed in the Wf? Indies, in which, there is 
now a more formidable naval force than ever 
covered thofe feas, even at the conqueft of 
Mexico. 

Porto Rico, is a large Spanifo “ifland, well 
fortified ; and Hifpaniola belonging to both 
France and Spain, is much larger and ftronger 
and both may be taken, though not without 
fome confiderable lofs of blood. By taking 
the Havannah and St ago, we fhall take the 
whole ifland of Cuba, which is-g00 miles long, 
and 60 or 70 broad, and is a rich ifland ; and, 
as the Hawannab on the north-weft fide of it, 
is the place to which all the treafure and 
merchandize from Peru and Mexico are, and 
muft be brought, by reafon of the con@ant Eaft 
winds, and the tide fetting out of the gulph of 
Mexico that way ; our being in poffeffion of this, 
& the Cape of Florida, will give us a command 
over all their treafure and trade that way, 
The Havannab is avery ftrong place towards 
the fea; as the paffage into its large Bay is fo 
narrow, that one fhip can but go in at atime, 
(See the Plate) but an army mav be landed in 
the Bay of Honda, about 20 miles Weft of it, 
(if not nearer) and it may be taken by land 
more eafily, if a fleet is kept cruizing before 
the harbour to prevent any vefiels going into 
or out of it ; by taking this and Florida, Spain 
muft certainly confent to a lafting & reafonable 
peace ; and England be allowed to keep Fio- 
rida, if not the Havannab, in part to fatisfy 
the expences of the war. 

And as our taking Cuba and Florida will 
bring Spain to reafonable terms, the taking 
Mififippi, and the Caribbee Ifland:, which we 
bave already conquered, mey bring France to 
reafonable terms alfo; and if the Mi/ffppi is 
not weakly given away by treaty, but joined 
to our colonies, it will, in procefs of time, be- 
come one af the largeft and fineft Empires on 
this globe: but our having Canada, without 
Mififippi, will be of little ufe or fervice either 
to England, or our colonies.
